French forces repulsod completely 
three German attacks, according to 
tho announcement given out by the 
French war oillce.

The official statement also reports re­ 
newed activity north of Verdun. The 
Gormans also mot with a ropulse in 
this region, where tho crown prince’s 
forces are operating. 


With a particularly intense artillery 
ilro continuing on both sides In the 
Champagne rollon the Fronch war of­ 
fice report slight progress. 


The German war oillce reports de­ 
feat of tho British near Vcrmelles 
and the French

heavy losses. 


In tho iaco of intetfso artillery firer 
and vigorous counter 
attacks 
the 
Fronch are slowly pushing thoir line 
nearor to Vimy and the railway to 
Lens. 
Fighting back the Germans 
foot by foot, they aro straightening 
the salient whose apex Is at Hill 140, 
southeast 
of 
Souchez. 
Until 
this 
front has been advancod to a straight 
line a move nearer the road is impos* 
Bible. 


In tho Givenchy wood, northwest 
of Hill No. 140, and below Neuville 
St. Vaast, southwest of the hill, Paris 
claims gains. 
Tho French position» 
in the wood have been consolidated 
and emlarged, and southeast of Neu* 
ville a strong German barricade has 
been seized and hold, despite fierce 
attacks by the enemy.

Lorraine, whore the French report the

yards) of trenches north of Relllon, 
after a stubborn fight at close quar­ 
ters. 
On the Alsno there has been 
closo fighting with grenades around 
Dodat. 


Tho Bolglscho Standard, published# 
at La Panne, says that a terrible bom- 
bardment was in progress along the

The horrid din of war, fully 
as the poets have expatiated upon it, 
included until recently no sound pow- 
erful enough to split the drum of a 
man's ear, or to rack his nerves to the 
threshold of insanity^ Things are dif- 
ferent nowadays. It is absolutely nec- 
essary to guard the ears in some effec- 
tive way when one is in the vicinity of 
a big gun. Even with due precaution 
the gunners themselves often suffer 
from deafness, as is noted by C. V. 
Boys. Our quotation below is from an 
abstract of Mr. Boys' note: 


"The sudden access of pressure in 


the neighborhood of a gun at the mo- 
ment of firing imposes so great a strain 
on the drum of the ear that deafness 
is a usual result. The increase in

EASY TO HAVE PURE WATER 


Simple -Fitter That May Be Construct- 


ed Wherever Campers Are on 


Banks of a Stream. 


A simple filter and cooler that any- 


one the least ingenious can prepare is 
described in detail in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association. 
With it pure water may be obtained 
from any stream of water. 


A large pail with a stout handle is 


the best receptacle for the water. A 
hole is punched in the bottom and over 
it a tin box is soldered. The floor of 
the tin box—one of the kind m which 


candy is packed may be used—is per- 
forated with holes and a spring is at- 
tached to the cover and the bottom of 
the box. The spring is inclosed in a 
tube made by rolling vup a sheet of tin, 
obtained, with solder> f rora tin cans. 
A chain is attached to the watertight 
cover of the box and the box is filled 
with alternate layers of charcoal and 
well-packed cotton. 


Suspended in the stream, the pail 


soon fills up with the filtered water. 
Then, by loosening the chain, the 
spring cover drops back watertight on 
the box, and the whole pail, full of fil- 
tered water, is ready to bs carried off 
for use.

shot reaches the muzzle, make the con- 
ditions more serious than they used 
to be until comparatively recently. Not 
only those who are near the gun when 
fired, but those also in the neighbor- 
hood of bursting shells, bombs or ex- 
plosives are liable to suffer in a simi- 
lar way even if they are not otherwise 
damaged. 


"A. Mallock, who has for many years 


conducted investigations in connection 
with artillery, has invented an 'ear-de- 
fender,' the object of which is to pro- 
tect the drum of the ear from very 
sudden and violent access of pressure, 
while still allowing the minute varia- 
tions produced by ordinary sounds to 
be-received with but little loss. The 
defender consists of a containing piece 
made of ebonite and shaped like the, 
pieces used in the game of halma/and 
of about the same size. The ball end 
is very finely milled and it is made to 
fit the passage of the ear, there being 
five sizes, differing very slightly m di- 
mensions in this part, to suit different 
people. The piece is pierced centrally 
by a hole one-fourth inch in diameter 
at the small end, and gradually enlarg- 
ing toward the other'end, where it 
opens into a recess five-eighths inch in 
diameter,. Into this are fitted in order 
a flat-ring washer, a disk of fine wire 
gauze, a very thin flat-ring washer, a 
delicate diaphragm, a very thin flat- 
ring washer, a disk of fine gauze and a 
flat-ring washer." 


Mr. Boys goes on to explain how this 


device protects the delicate membrane 
of the tympanum from the ear-splitting 
noises of battle while permitting the 
wearer to hear ordinary sounds dis- 
tinctly: 


"When a pair of defenders is placed 


in the ears the thin diaphragms, un- 
touched except near tneir edges, whera 
they .are held, are free to take up 
aerial vibrations and to transmit them 
to the ear-passage. Thus ordinary 
sounds are heard with little loss. 
When, however, the violent impact due 
to gun-fire or explosion in the neigh- 
borhood occurs, the diaphragm is 
brought up against the wire gauze, by 
which further movement is checked, 
also the injurious increase of pressure. 
Hence the ear is defended.'

They call Vilna "Little Paris." The 


resemblance is not, however, striking 
to the western eye. When you have 
discovered that Vilna stands on a 
river, with hills rising above it, you 
will find little more suggestion of 
Paris. Its river, the Villya, can hard- 
ly be 200 yards wide, and flows 
through many winding gorges or de- 
files densely shadowed by fir and 
birch. The town is crowded in nar- 
row and net too savory streets on the 
slopes of the hills, and above it, on 
the summit, called Zamkooaya Gora, 
or Castle hill, stand the ruins of an 
eight-sided tower of red brick, the 
remains of the castle which Gedynim, 
grand ^prince of Lithuania, built early 
in the fourteenth century, when he es- 
tablished Vilna as his capital. But 
the site has a much, older history. 
Whatever the primitive faith of the 
Lithuanians may have been — and 
strange are the stories in old chron- 
icles—it is reasonably certain that 
far away in the dark ages they were 
worshiping a sacred fire kept forever 
burning, like the flame of the Roman 
Vestals, at the foot of this Castle hill. 
We may, therefore, assume that Vil- 
na, like Chartres and many another 
city now forever associated with the 
glories and the mysteries of the Chris- 
tian faith, was a shrine of an older 
and grimmer religion long before its 
hills had heard the message of Chris- 
tianity. On the spot where the pagan 
fire flamed stands now a place like a 
Greek temple, the Cathedral of St. 
Stanislas, wherein Is the silver coffin 
of the great Polish saint, Casimir. But 
there is a sanctuary in Vilna more 
honored. Above the old town gate 
near the railway station there is a 
chapel which possesses an image of 
the Virgin far-famed for miracles. 
You may see the street below full of 
ranks of worshipers kneeling and 
crouching in prayer. Catholics of the 
Latin and of the Greek church unite 
in their faith in the Virgin of the Os* 
tra Brama chapel. 


Vilna is the headquarters of the gov- 


ernor general of the Lithuanian prov- 
inces and of an army corps. It is an 
important educational center. It has 
a large trade in timber and grain. At 
the present time its population may" 
be estimated at 200,000 people. But 
its chief importance is neither admin- 
istrative nor commercial. It stands 
at the junction of the railways from 
Berlin and Warsaw to Petrograd, that

He secured the 
line of the Niemen and made Vilna 
the strategic center of the' French 
forces. When he advanced he left 
Murat in command of his magazines 
and hospitals. The greatest of French 
leaders of cavalry seems an odd and 
inexplicable choice for such a post 
Nor did Murat, who might have done 
much for the advance and something 
for the retreat, distinguish himself 
at the base. His men when the dis- 
aster of Moscow was known pillaged 
the stores and left behind 20,000 sick 
and wounded and 5,000,000 francs. Na- 
poleon had run away from the place 
in disguise some days before. When 
the Russians came back, twelve days 
later, they found in one hospital alone 
"7,500 dead bodies piled like pigs of 
lead one above the other."

VILNA HAS LONG BEEN A PLACE 
OF IMPORTANCE. 


Frightful Detonation of Modern Guns 
Would Speedily Cause Deafness If 
Most Elaborate Precautions 
Were Not Taken. 


Made Capital of the Province of Llthu* 
jtnia In the Fourteenth Century— 
Figured 
in 
the 
Disastrous 
Campaign of Napoleon. 


Tho soldier who plugged up his ears 
before going into battle would have 
been considered effeminate in the last 
century. The horrid din of war, fully 
as tho poets have expatiated upon it, 
included until recently no sound pow­ 
erful enough to split the drum of a 
man’s ear, or to rack his nerves to the 
threshold of insan ity \ Things are dif­ 
ferent nowadays. It is absolutely nec­ 
essary to guard the ears in somo effec­ 
tive way when one is in the vicinity of 
a big gun. Even with due precaution 
the gunners themselves often suffer 
from deafness, as is noted by C. V. 
Boys. Our quotation below is from an 
abstract of Mr. Boys* note: 


“The sudden access of pressure in 
the neighborhood of a gun at the mo­ 
ment of firing Imposes so great a strain 
on the drum of the ear that deafness 
is a usual result. 
The increase in 
pressure in the modern gun, and the 
high pressure still remaining when tha 


They call Vilna “Little Paris.” The 
resemblance is not, however, striking 
to the western eye. 
When you have 
discovered that Vilna stands on a 
river, with hills rising above it, you 
will find little more suggestion of 
Paris. Its river, the Villya, can hard­ 
ly be 
200 yards 
wido, 
and flows 
through many winding gorges or de­ 
files densely shadowed by fir and 
birch. 
The town is crowded in nar- 
row and not too savory streets on the 
slopes of the hills, and above it, on 
the summit, called Zamkooaya Gora, 
or Castle hill, stand the ruins of an 
eight-sided tower of red brick, the 
remains of the castle which Gedynim, 
grand,prince of Lithuania, built early 
in the fourteenth century, when he es­ 
tablished Vilna as his capital. 
But 
the site has a much older history. 
Whatever the primitive faith of the 
Lithuanians may have been — and 
strange are the stories in old chron­ 
icles—it is reasonably certain that 
far away in the dark ages they were 
worshiping a sacred fire kept forever 
burning, like the flame of the Roman 
Vestats, at the foot of this Castle hill. 
We may, therefore, assume that Vil­ 
na, like Chartres and many another 
city now forever associated with the 
glories and tho mysteries of the Chris­ 
tian faith, was a shrine of an older 
and grimmer religion long before its 
hills had heard the message of Chris­ 
tianity. On the spot where the pagan 
fire flamed stands now a place like a 
Greek temple, the Cathedral of St. 
Stanislas, wherein is the silver coffin 
of the great Polish saint, Casimir. But 
there is a sanctuary iti Vilna more 
honored. 
Above the old town gate 
near the railway Btation there is a 
chapel which possesses an image of 
tho Virgin far-famed for miracles. 
You may see the street below full ot 
ranks of worshipers kneeling and 
crouching in prayer. Catholics of the 
Latin and of the Greek church unite 
in their faith in the Virgin of the Os* 
tra Brama chapel. 


Vilna is the headquarters of the gov­ 
ernor general of the Lithuanian prov 
inces and of an army corps. It is an 
important educational center. 
It has 
a large trade in timber and grain. At 
the present time its population m af 
be estimated at 200,000 people. 
But 
its chief importance is neither admin­ 
istrative nor commercial. 
It stands 
at the junction of the railways from 
Berlin and Warsaw to Petrograd, that 
is, it is one of the greatest centers of 
communication in Russia. 
From the 
German frontier it is 120 miles dis 
tant, from Petrograd more than 400. 
From Warsaw it is 257 miles. 
But 
these railways, though the most im­ 
portant, are not the only lines which 
converge on Vilna. It is connected by 
a line running southeast, through 
Minsk, with Kieff and the great re 
sources of southern Russia, while yet 
another branch gives communication 
due south with the fortress of Brest- 
Litovslc and the Pripet valley and 
Rovno. Through Minsk on the south­ 
eastern line runs the railway, which 
by way of Smolensk reaches Moscow. 


It was Vilna which Napoleon chose 
as the advanced base of his famous 
invasion of Russia. 
Pie secured the 
line of tho Niemen and made Vilna 
the strategic center of the French 
forces. 
When he advanced he left 
Murat in command of his magazines 
and hospitals. The greatest of French 
leaders of cavalry seems an odd and 
inexplicable choice for such a post. 
Nor did Murat, who might have done 
much for the advance and something 
for tho retreat, distinguish himself 
at the base. 
His men when the dis­ 
aster of Moscow was known pillaged 
the stores and left behind 20,000 sick 
and wounded and 5,000,000 francs, Na- 
poleon had run away from the place 
in disguise somo days before. When 
the Russians came back, twelve days 
later, they found in one hospital alone 
“7,500 dead bodies piled like pigs of 
lead one above tho other.“

Proposing an amendment to section eight 
of articlo nine of the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Bo it resolved by the Senato 
and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania In Gen­ 
eral Assembly met, That the following 
is proposed as an amendment to the Con­ 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Penn­ 
sylvania, in accordance with the provi­ 
sions of the eighteenth article thereof:— 
Amend section eight, article nine of the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 
"Section 8. 
Tho debt of any county, 
city, borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or Incorporated dis­ 
trict, except as herein provided, shall 
never exceed seven per centum upon tho 
assessed valuo of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any Buch municipality 
or district incur any new debt, or in­ 
crease its indebtedness to an amount ex­ 
ceeding two per centum upon such as­ 
sessed valuation of property, without tho 
assent of the electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall bo pro­ 
vided by law; but any city, tho debt of 
which now exceeds seven per centum of 
such assessed valuation, may be author­ 
ized by law to increase tho samo three 
per centum, in tho aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred by 
the city and county of Philadelphia for 
tho construction and development of sub­ 
ways for transit purposes, or for tho con­ 
struction of wharves and docks, or the 
reclamation of land to bo used in tho con­ 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as public improvements, owned or 
to be- owned by said city and county of 
Philadelphia, and which shall yield to the 
city and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenues in excess of tho interest on 
said debt or debts, and tho annual in­ 
stallments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may bo excluded in 
ascertaining the power of tho city and 
county of Philadelphia to become other­ 
wise indebted: Provided, That a sinking- 
fund for their cancellation shall be estab­ 
lished and maintained/' so that it shall 
read as follows:— 


Section 8. Tho debt of any county, city, 
borough, township, school district, or oth­ 
er municipality or incorporated district, 
except as herein providod, shall never ex­ 
ceed seven per centum upon tho ussessed 
value of the taxable property therein, 
nor shall any such municipality or dis­ 
trict incur any new debt, or increase its 
indebtedness to an amount exceeding two 
per centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the consent of tho 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by law; 
but any city, tho debt of which on tho 
first day of January, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-four, exceeded seven 
per centum of such assessed valuation, 
and has not since been reduced to less 
than such per centum, may be authorized 
by Jaw to increase the samo three per 
centum in the aggregate, at any ono timo, 
upon such valuation. The city of Phila­ 
delphia, upon the conditions hereinafter 
set forth, may increase its indebtedness 
to the extent of three per centum in ex­ 
cess of seven per centum upon such as­ 
sessed valuation for the speclilc purpose 
of providing for all or any of the follow­ 
ing purposes,—to wit: For the construc­ 
tion and improvement of subways, tun­ 
nels, railways, elevated railways, and oth­ 
er transit facilities; for the construction 
and improvement of wharves and docks 
and for the reclamation of land to be 
used in the construction of wharves and 
docks,, owned or to be owned by said 
city. Such increase, however, shall only 
be made with the assent of the electors 
thereof at a pubiic election, to be held in 
such manner as shall l^^jrovlded by Jaw.

Bo it enacted by tho Sonate 
and House of Representatives of tho Com­ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met, and it is Jiereby enacted 
by the authority of the same, That the 
following is proposed as an amendment 
to the Constitution of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, In accordance with tho 
provisions of tho eighteenth (XVIII) arti­ 
cle thereof:— 


AMENDMENT. 


Laws may bo passed providing for a 
system of registering, transferring, insur­ 
ing of and guaranteeing land titles by 
tho State, or by the counties thereof, and 
for settling and determining adverse or 
other claims to and interest J11 lands tho 
titles to which are so registered, trans­ 
ferred, insured, and guaranteed; and for 
tho creation and collection of Indemnity 
funds; and for carrying tho system and 
powers hereby provided for into effect by 
such existing courts as may bo designated 
by the Legislature, and by tho establish­ 
ment of such new courts as may bo deem­ 
ed necessary. In matters arising in and 
under tho operation of such system, judi­ 
cial powers, with right of appeal, may bo 
conferred by tho Legislature upon county 
recorders and upon other ofiicers by it 
designated. 
Such laws may provide for 
continuing tho registering, transferring, 
Insuring, and guaranteeing such titles aft­ 
er tho first or original registration has 
been perfected by the court, and provi­ 
sion may bo made for raising tho neces­ 
sary funds for expenses and salaries of 
officers, which shall bo paid out of the 
treasury of tho several counties.

After writing nine letters giving direc- 


tions for his funeral and telling why he 
wanted to die, J. H. Ledy, aged 51 years, 
of Marion, one of the most extensive fruit 
growers in Franklin county, on Tuesday 
evening about 7:30 o'clock committed sui- 
cide in Hotel McLaughlin, Greencastle, by 
shooi ing himself in the head. Desponden- 
cy brought on by financial trouble is as- 
signed as the cause for the rash act. Mr. 
Ledy had a wide acquaintanceship among 
the fruit growers of Adams county. Sev- 
eral days previous Mr. Ledy made an as- 
signment of hie property in order to pay 
off depts amounting to $40,000. He brood- 
ed over his business failure. During the 
day he went to Greencastle. and engaged a 
room at the hotel. In the afternoon he 
wrote nine letters, one to the /hotel pro- 
prietor apologizing for taking his life in the 
Jhotel; another to Undertaker Martin giv- 
ing directions for his funeral; three to his 
wife and the rest to friends. Later in the 
evening he went to the bathroom where he 
took his life. The bullet entered the left 
temple and came out at the right temple.

He had mounted an overturned

He 
then stepped off the doughtray and swung 
lear where he strangled to death. The 
body was still warm when Mr. Fohl cut it 
down. Dr. Edgar A. Miller was summon- 
ed but he found life extinct.

DENIES MINE “ABSOLUTISM" 


Police Guard Young Rockefeller as He 


Tell* His Ideals to Federal Com­ 


mission. 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., testified 
before the federal commission on in­ 
dustrial relations in New York in the 
inquiry into the management of phil­ 
anthropic foundations and the cause 
of industrial unrest. 


Mr. Rockefeller's testimony dealt 
largely with the labor situation in the 
Colorado 
mining section. 
Reading 
from a prepared statement, he defined 
- his attitude toward labor unions and 
told why he had declined to take a j 
m ore active p.art in settling the re­ 
cent strike of employes of the Colo­ 
rado Fuel and Iron company, in which 
lie is a stockholder, and other com« 
panics. 


He denied that he had sought or 
even Avished to exercise a sort of a b ­ 
solutism over the coal »industry la 
Colorado, and declared he was most 
heartily in favor of labor unions so 
long as they had due regard for the 
interests of the public. 


While Mr. Rockefeller testified a 
police lieutenant in uniform stood be­ 
hind his chair and watched the crowd, 
Scattered 
around the room were a 
num ber of police detectives. 


“The only coal property in Colo­ 
rado in which we are in any way in­ 
terested in is the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron company,0 Mr. Rockefeller said, 
“For me to have attem pted to dictate 
a policy of control the situation would 
have m eant an assumption of author­ 
ity far beyond what the investment 
which I represent would have justified 
and if tolerated by the management 
of that company would have been re­ 
sented by the other companies in­ 
volved in the dispute/’ In his prepar­ 
ed statem ent he further said: 


“Labor conditions, as far as they J 
are within the control of a corpora­ 
tion, are m atters for which the olil* 
cers of the corporation are primarily 
responsible* and with which they, by 
reason of their experience* and their 
first hand acquaintance with the facts 
are best qualified to deal. 


“Combinations of capital are some­ 
times conducted in an unworthy m an­ 
ner, contrary to law and in disregard 
of the interests both of labor and the 
public. Such combinations cannot be 
too strongly condemned nor too vig­ 
orously dealt with, 


“Although combinations of this kind 
are the exception, such publicity is 
generally given to their unsocial acts 
that all combinations of capital, how­ 
ever rightly managed or broadly ben­ 
eficent, are 
thereby brought under 
suspicion. Likewise, it sometimes hap* 
X>ens that combinations of labor aro 
conducted without just regard for the 
rights of the employer or the public, 
and methods and practices adopted 
which, because unworthy or unlawful, 
a re deserving of public censure, 
“Doubtless 
m istakes 
have 
been 
made and conditions are still imper­ 
fect. 
J have no desire to'defend any 
conditions that are justly subject t:> 
priticism; 1 only ask that the respon 
sibillty for them be apportioned fair 
Iy As for the strike itself, its man* 


ieatures nave given mo 
the deepest concern. I frankly confess 
that I felt there was something fun­ 
damentally wrong in a condition of 
affairs which rendered possible tho 
loss of human lives, engendered ha­ 
tred and bitterness, and brought suf­ 
fering and ’privation upon hundred3 
of human beings. 


“Without seeking to apportion the 
blame, I determined that, in so far as 
lay within my power, I would seek 
means of avoiding the possibility of 
similar conflicts arising elsewhere, or 
in the same industry in the future. It 
was in this way that I came to re 
commend 
to 
my colleagues in the 
Rockefeller Foundation the institution 
of a series of studies into tho funda­ 
mental problems arising out of indus 
trial relations, which resulted.in se 
curing the services of Mr. Mackenzie 
King, former minister of labor of Can­ 
ada, to direct the studies/' 


After reading, his statement, Mr. 
Rockefeller answered many questions 
regarding his various interests.

THINGS FOR FRUIT CLOSET. 


Pickles, catchups, preserves and Jel- 


lies must be made during the season 


of fruit and vegetables 
if we are well supplied 
fa/ our winters needs 


Green Tomato Catchup. 


—Boil unpeeled green to- 
matoes until soft, then 
put them through a-col- 
ander. To six quarts of 
tomatoes add a pound of 
sugar, one pint of vine- 
gar, r>ne tabl^poonful °* 


whole black pepper, a cupful of salt, 
one small onion chopped, and a tea- 
spoonful of ground cloves. 
Simmer 


all together until the mixture is like 
marmalade, then bottle and seal while 
hot. 


Cucumber Oil Pickles. — These are 


especially WRU liked by lovers of olive 
oil. Slice very thin a hundred me- 
dium size cucumbers without peeling, 
add two large onions also sliced; 
cover with a cupful of salt and let 
stand twelve hours. Dram and pour 
over a pint of olive oil. a fourth of a 
pound of white mustard seed, the 
same of black mustard, two table- 
spoonfuls of celery seed and vinegar 
enough to cover the cucumbers. Put 
in cans and seal. 


Watermelon Marmalade.—Cut the 


seeded! fruit into pieces and to every 
pound allow a pound of sugar and the 
grated rind and juice of half a lem- 
on. Boil and then simmer blowly, stir- 
ring to keep from scorching. This 
marmalade should be put up in 
glasses. Dainty desserts may be made 
by serving a glass of the marmalade; 
surrounded with whipped cream. 


Green Tomato Mincemeat. — Chop 


together twelve green tomatoes and 
twelve sour apples, add three cupfuls 
of suet, one cupful of sirup, one cupful 
of vinegar and one pound of raisins, 
three tablespoonfuls of flour, one ta- 
blespoonful each of cinnamon, nut- 
meg, salt and a teaspoonful of cloves. 
Cook twenty minutes and seal. 


Spiced Plums.—To seven pounds of 


blue plums allow a pint of vinegar, 
four pounds of brown sugar, two table- 
spoonfuls of cinnamon bark in pieces, 
a tablespoonful of cloves, and the 
same quantity of pieces of nutmeg, all 
tied in a bag. Cook the spice, sugar 
and vinegar together, then add plums 
and cook until tender.

pickles, using one-fourth as much 
pickle as h?.m. Mix with a mayon- 
naise dressing and spread on buttered 
rye bread.

Sandwiches.—Chop

amounts of seeded raisins, walnut 
meats and add tart jelly to mix. 
Spread 
on buttered white bread. 


These are especially good to serve 
with a cupful of tea or coffee. 


Cheese Sandwiches.—Cut thin slices 


of cheese, put between buttered bread 
and fry in a hot frying pan in a lit- 
tle butter until well browned on both 
sides. Serve as Sunday-night lunch. 


Graham Sandwiches.—Spread gra- 


ham crackers with hoiled frosting 
sprinkled 
with nuts 
and raisins

Pickles, catchups, preserves and Jel­ 
lies must bo made during tho season 


of fruit and vegetables 
if we are well supplied 
f^r our winters needs

Green Tomato Catchup. 
—Boll unpocled green to­ 
matoes until soft, then 
put them through & col­ 
ander. 
To six quarts of 
tomatoes add a pound of 
sugar, one piut of vine­ 
gar, one tablespoonful of 
whole black popper, a cupful of salt, 
ono small onion chopped, and a tea­ 
spoonful of ground cloves. 
Simmer 
all together until the mixture is like 
marmalade, then bottle and seal wiiile 
hot. 


Cucumber Oil Pickles. — These are 
especially w p !1 liked by lovers of olive 
oil. Slice very thin a hundred me­ 
dium size cucumbers without peeling, 
add two largo onions 
also 
sliced; 
covor with a cupful of salt and let 
stand twelvo hours. 
Drain and pour 
over a pint of olive oil, a fourth of a 
pound of white mustard seed, the 
same of black mustard, two table­ 
spoonfuls of celery seed and vinegar 
enough to cover the cucumbers.
